M rs. Jam es Green came very nearly 
meeting with a fatal accident at the ! 
It. & (). S-\Y. railroad crossing on 
W est Brown street Saturday evening, I 
when the horse which she was driving 
was hit by the switch engine, and the j 
buggy completely demolished. 
Mrs. j 
Green, who lives a short distance west 
of the Cobb school house, was driv- i 
ing to the city and as she approached 
the crossing did not notice the switch ; 
engine, which was going west. 
D irectly behind the huggv in which 
she was riding, was a man and a hoy 
on a load of hav, and when they real­ 
ized that she did not see tin* engine, 
they endeavored to warn her. hut, 011 
account of the mdse of the engine, 
she did not hear their voices. 
A fter the attempt to warn the wo­ 
man failed, the man attempted to run j 
ahead <>f tin* horse and prevent it 
from going on the track, hut when he 
saw that this was impossible, he suc­ 
ceeded in getting the woman from the 
buggy just as the engine struck the 
horse. 
The animal was hit squarely by the 
engine and ground to pieces beneath 
tin* wheels. 
The vehicle was over­ 
turned and was completely demolished 


as it was dragged quite a distance 
down tin* track. 
Mrs. Green was in­ 
jured in the side as she was taken 
from the buggy and received a severe 
nervous shock, but it is believed that 
she will suffer no permanent effects. 
The injured lady and several of the 
witnesses to the accident jussert that 
the engineer failed to whistle for the 
crossing. 
She stated that it was im­ 
possible to see ail approaching en­ 
gine from tin* side of the steep in­ 
cline* leading to the crossing and was 
not aware that the engine was coming 
towards the road. 
She is very ner­ 
vous as tin* result of the mishap, and 
docs not recall being taken from the 
buggy or any other occurrence in con­ 
nection with the accident, except ex­ 
claiming. * * < >h. why didn’t they blow 
t he w histle!’’ 
The engineer saw the horse w alk­ 
ing slowly to w ard s the crossing and j 
thought that Mrs. Green intended to j 
Stop. 
When tin* horse stepped upon j 
the track, tin* engineer attempted to j 
reverse his engine, hut could not bring j 
it to a standstill in time to avert the 
accident. 
The engine was stopped a 
few feet west of the road. 
One fortunate incident <>f the acci­ 
dent was that M rs. Green's son, a hoy ' 
o f about seven years of age, who 
usually accompanied her to the city. 
S e n n a , 


w a s not in the vehicle when the ncci- j 
dent occurred. 
It was the first time 
for several months that lie had re­ 
mained at home, having been unable 
to conic with her on account of sick­ 


ness. 
A neighbor, who saw the en­ 
gine hit the horse, and who knew that 
the hoy w as generally with his moth­ 
er. rushed up to the buggy, and when 
lit* did m>t set* her son began to look 
fo r the body, thinking that he had 
been killed. 
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This morning Mrs. Green was rest­ 
ing' well ami her condition is vely sa t­ 
isfactory. 
A number of accidents have oc­ 
curred at this [dace because of the 
steep ascent on either side of the 
crossing. 
Only a few weeks ago an 
engine struck a passing buggy belong­ 
ing to W illiam Keehn. of Brownstown, 
hut there was no one in the vehicle 
anti the horse was not seriously in­ 
jured. 
When tht* track was raised 
west of tin* city, several years ago, 
there was an attempt to have the road 
tunnel the railroad, hut tht* company 
did not deem it advisable to go that 
expense at the time the improvement 
was made.

A schoolma ster of

views thus:

Education is funda menta lly discipline 
The hour In the class-room is to the 
well-equipped 
tea cher 
a brief 
and 
precious time for drill. 
Must it be 
every day pra ctica lly divided in half 
tha t two classes ma y be ta ught? 
In 
history, for example, 
the boy cares 
chiefly for wa rs and constitutiona l de­ 
velopment; the girl, for the progress 
of civiliza tion and the arts. 
Ea ch 
type of mind must be tra ined by the 
tea cher to a complete ma stery of the 
subject. 
In composition the girl has 
na tive fluency and fancy, and 
must 
learn order and conciseness. 
The boy 
is na tura lly logical and a ccura te at 
the expense of ease and Ima gina tion. 
A cla ss conducted in the interest of 
both is really two classes. 
It is prob­ 
ably true that there a re ma ny courses 
of 
study 
where co-education 
works 
wa ste of time and power, and where 
the tea cher who studies his students 
as well as his text-books justifies the 
segregation of men and women. 
In 
the grea t sta te universities the diffi­ 
culty is not, and is not likely to be, 
serious, since there is ample room for 
choice of courses for both men and 
women. 
It Is in the sma ller colleges 
that the movement a ga inst co-educa­ 
tion is most prominent.

brought over 
this summer. 
The officers of the guild 
a nnounce tha t 
a pplica tions 
have a l­ 
ready been made for the services of 
every one of these domestic serva nts 
and tha t the demand is so grea t that 
they could place twice the number al- 
ready engaged. 
Most 
of these 
4,000 
serva nts will be sent to the provinces 
of Sa swa tchewa n and Alberta. 
And 
as most of them are women, it is prob­ 
able tha t they will be quickly sn?«fped 
up as wives by the desperately lonely 
farcners of the northwest. 
Thus his­ 
tory will repeat itself, the Ka nsa s City 
Journa l rema rks, and the scenes en­ 
acted in Virginia and the other col­ 
onies in the ea rlier days of the set­ 
tlement of this country will be re-en­ 
acted in western Canada.

ROM a Fourth of July address 
by the Hon. Adlai E. Steven­ 
son, former vice president of 
the United States, the follow ­ 
ing vivid appreciation of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence is 
taken: 
Let us turn for a moment to the Con­ 
tinental congress assembled in Inde­ 
pendence hall in Philadelphia on the 
Fourth day of July, 1770. 
One act of 
insult and oppression upon tlie part of 
the crown toward the colonies had fol­ 
lowed another in rapid succession un­ 
til the tim e had come when tlie repre­ 
sentatives of the colonies were to de­ 
cide in favor of abject submission to 
tyranny or to resolve to be forever free 
and independent. 
Upon the one side 
were the ties of country and a com­ 
mon ancestry, upon the other rebellion 
against the mother country and the 
commencement of a struggle the end 
of 
which 
no 
man 
could 
foretell: 
upon the one- side unqualified subm is­ 
sion 
to 
the dogma 
of the 
“divine 
right of kings.” upon the other war 
with the greatest nation of the glebe, 
with independence as the prize of vic­ 
tory and with defeat as surely the 
forerunner of infam y and death. 
The men who signed this Declaration 
were not unmindful of the grave re­ 
sponsibilities which they assumed. 
It 
was no rasli act upon their part. 
They 
well knew* that Great Britain would 
never 
permit 
these 
colonies 
to 
be 
wrested from 
her grasp 
without ft 
struggle. 
They well knew* England, 
with her untold wealth, her powerful 
army and a navy that made her mis­ 
tress of the seas, was a foe to be re- 
speetod even by the strongest govern­ 
ment upon the earth. 
To the imper­ 
ishable honor of tlie signers of this 
Declaration be it said that they did not 
hesitate when the dread issues of that 
hour were to be decided. 
The gospel of universal liberty had 
been pro« laiiued to the world. 
For 
ages mankind had believed there was 
“a divinity which doth hedge a king.” 
The world w;is now startled from its 
lethargy by the deHaratkm that "re 
sistance to tyrants is obedience to 
God.” 
The new gospel proclaimed by 
; the signers of the Declaration of In 
dependence was in * • >u t!i<• t with that 
by which the world for generations 
had been governed. 
Boldly and un- j 
equivocally it challenged the doctrine 
of the divine right of kings. 
The 
barons of England at the point of the 
sw<>rd had wrested from an unwilling ! 
tyrant that Magna Charta which for | 
ages had beeu the palladium of English j 
liberty. 
Again and again during the \ 
reign of the long line of the predeees- j 
sors of George 111. some darling of 
prerogative of kingly power had beeu 
grudgingly conceded to an (exasperat­ 
ed people. 
But these wqjre mere ef- ! 
forts to restrain within bounds, not to j 
destroy, the one man jxiwer. 
Our Declaration of Independence sol­ 
emnly announced as a self evident ! 
truth that all men are born equal. 
It 
proclaims as the cardinal feature of | 
the social compact, as the very con- 
nerstone of civil government, the ab 
solute equality of all men. 
Govern- j 
mcnts were declared to have been es­ 
tablished among men for the benefit , 
of the governed. 
What a glorious in 
heritance is this De«daratiou!

Nothing could confer so many sub ­ 
stantial b enefits on the United States 
as a comprehensive system of good 
country roads. 
It would b e of greater 
value than the improvement of the 
waterways. 
It would help b oth the 
farmers and the city people. 
There­ 
fore any proposition which looks to 
endowing the country with good roads 
is entitled, if not to acceptance, at all 
events to a respectful hearing. 
There is a b ill b efore Congress to 
appropriate $500.000 to b e ex pended— 
“b y the secretary of agriculture in co­ 
operation with the postmaster general 
in improving 
the 
condition of the 
roads over which rural delivery is or 
hereafter may b e estab lished to b e se­ 
lected b y them for the purpose of as­ 
certaining the possib le increase in the 
territory which could b e served b y 
one carrier and the possib le increase 
in the numb er of delivery days each 
year, the amount required for proper 
maintenance in ex cess of local ex pen­ 
diture for rural delivery routes and 
the relative saving to the government 
in the maintenance of rural delivery 
routes b y reason of such 
improve­ 
ments, and also the relative saving in 
the cost of the transportation of agri­ 
cultural and other products from the 
farms or other points of production 
to the usual market place b y reason 
of such improvements.” 
There Is a proviso to the effect that 
the state or county shall spend as 
much money as the government does 
for the improvement of the rural route 
or routes selected. 
We know already that b etter roads 
would lessen the cost of transporting 
produce to m arket and the cost of 
the rural delivery service.

mate of the respective gain to pro­ 
ducers and the government can b e 
made without spending half a million 
dollars. 
The b ill is a move in the 
direction of putting half the cost of 
making good roads on the national 
government.

trib uted among 12,847,599 b ank b ooks. 
“The stock of gold, which is an ele­ 
ment of defense of primary import­ 
ance in the event of an armed conflict, 
has ex ceeded in 1910 the figure of 
$1,200,000,000, 
which 
is 
far 
higher 
than the total of the monetary stocks 
of several great nations of Europe 
comb ined. 
“Th.e 
gold kept 
at the 
Rank of 
France alone represented more than 
$600,000,000 on March 24, 1910, and 
the silver $175,000,000. 
The French 
rentes are nearly at par. and thf> 
credit of no other nation, England ex 
cepted, can rival that of our coun 
try.” 
With a view to ascertaining the ac 
curacy of this statement, the Matin 
has referred the question to the min 
i3try of finance, and'Uias b een assured 
that, as the officials 'fcrnt it. “the fig 
ures given for the savings b anks and 
our monetary stock are strictly ex act 
and are in conformity with our own 
statistics.” 
The ministry also furnish the fol 
lowing instructive figures as to the 
total deposits in the savings b anks in 
1869, the year b efore the war with 
Germany b roke out, in 1880, in 1890 
in 1900 and 1908.

The result was that 
the striking hammer could only b e 
ab out half the weight necessary to 
b ring out its full tone, no doub t on 
account of the risk of the crack go- 
intr further. 
“The question of ihe b ells was con­ 
sidered- b y an influential committee 
at the time, assisted b y Mr. Turle, the 
eminent organist of Westminster Ab ­ 
b e}, and they approved the quality 
of the tone, so nothing has b een done 
since.”

N THESE da ys when the murderous a rt of 
the poisoner is so often brought, to public 
notice, the ca se of Ma ry Kelleher o£ .

cused of sla ying six members of her fa m­ 
ily by the use of ‘a rsenic. 
Poiscn wa s 
found in the bodies of her victims. 
The 
police loudly denounced her a nd cla imed to ha ve in­ 
disputa ble evidence of her guilt. 
Yet, a fter more tha n 
a yea r in ja il, she wa s honora bly discha rged a t the re­ 
quest of the Sta te. 
In no ca se did the body of a ny victim show’ enough 
poison to ha ve produced dea th. 
In severa l insta nces it 
wa s shown tha t the dea d person ha d a bsorbed a rsenic 
from a renova ted ha ir ma ttress. 
In one Insta nce epsou: 
sa lts, improperly cla rified, were bla med for conveying 
a rsenic into the huma n stoma ch. 
“ It turns out to be 
the fa ct tha t in this pa rt of the country there is not a 
huma n body where a rsenic would not be found, if exa m­ 
ined," sa id the district a ttorney, in a sking for Mrs. 
Kelleher’s discha rge. 
There a re ma ny poisons tha t ma y be a bsorbed into 
the huma n system, a lthough a rsenic is proba bly more 
frequently employed In everyda y purposes where it 


would be likely to come into conta ct with people tha n 
a ny other. 
Therefore in ca ses of supposed poisoning 
it behooves the Sta te, a s well a s the defense, to rigidly 
investiga te a ll circumsta nces, lest gra ve Injustice he 
done some Innocent person.—Chica go J ourna l.

Sca nty a nd irregula r distri­ 
bution of ra infa ll wa s doubtless the 
ca use of its use in the beginning a nd 
even a t la ter da tes, when unnumbered 
a cres of fertile la nds could be ha d for 
little more tha n the trouble of prepa r­ 
ing them for cultiva tion.

systems of Irriga tion in the vicinity 
of El Pa so, utilizing wa ter l'rom the 
Rio Gra nde on both sides of its pres­ 
ent cha nnel.

In the vicinity of the Toya h 
springs evidence is found indica ting 
tha t these wa ters were used for irri­ 
ga tion purposes long before the first 
white ma n found his wa y there. 
At Sa n Antonio, where the Fra ncis­ 
ca n fa thers 
founded their missions, 
they directed the construction of ca 
i na ls by 
the India ns. 
These 
ca na ls 
were used 
not only for 
supplying 
wa ter to the 
missions fqr domestic 
purposes, but for irriga tion a s well. 
Among the 
ditches 
constructed

tween the yea rs 1710 a nd 1774 ma y 
be mentioned the Conception, Ala mo, 
Sa n J ose, Sa n J ua n a nd Espa da .

1730 the Sa n Pedro ditch wa s built by 
immigra nts from the Ca na ry Isla nds 
a nd wa s used for conducting wa ter to 
the cultiva ted fields.

this ditch wa s conducted for field irri­ 
ga tion on fa rms a nd even to this da y 
this old ditch Is in opera tion a nd be­ 
ing used consta ntly. It supplied wa ter 
for a la rge 
percenta ge of the 
city 
la wns a few yea rs a go in Sa n Antonio, 
a nd wa s extensively used for domestic 
purposes. 
At old Fort Sa n Sa ba , nea r Mena rd 
ville, the present home of J a mes Ca l- 
la in, president 
of the Texa s Ca ttle 
Ra isers’ Associa tion, the rema ins of 
a n Irriga tion system 
constructed in 
1774, a lso by the Fra ncisca n fa thers, 
c&n still be tra ced. At this time Texa s 
>wa s under Spa nish rule, hut since then 
7 ha s sworn a llegia nce to a nd floa ted 
five different fla gs. 
As ea rly a s 1852 the fourth legisla ­ 


ture pa ssed a n a ct rela tive to irriga ­ 
tion.

“ Ala rmed over the possible dire re 
suits of Ha iley’s comet coming in con 
ta ct with the ea rth, J a ne Godfrey, a 
young negress, ha s lost her mind a nd 
to-night is locked in the county ja il 
prepa ra tory to 
being 
tra nsferred to 
tiie sta te a sylum. 
“ Other negroes In this community 
a re more or less a la rmed over wha t 
some of them decla re Is 'the visitin 
of God’s wra th’ in the sending of the 
comet.” 
The a bove clipping a nd simila r no­ 
tices In the da lly pa pers bring to 
mind some of the sensa tiona l scenes 
tha t ha ppened when this sa me comet 
a ppea red in the yea r 1835, sa ys Dr. B 
J . Ma ssey, In the Atla nta Constitu 
tion. 
The whole country ha d just re 
covered from the impression 
ma de 
upon It by the fa lling of the sta rs 
only two yea rs before. 
At tha t time 
a lmost a ll the negroes of 
the south 
a nd a grea t ma ny illitera te a nd lg 
nora nt white people felt tha t when 
the sta rs fell the world ha d come to 
a n end or would soon do so. 
Although quite a child, only 7 yea rs 
of a ge, I remember distinctly some of 
the sta rtling, a lthough very a musing, 
circumsta nces tha t ha ppened in good 
old Georgia a bout the middle of No­ 
vember, 1835. 
About the time our good 
people 
were recovering from the shock of the 
sta rs fa lling Millerism ha d begun to 
hold its swa y. 
Willia m Miller, a fter 
whom Millerism got its na me, wa s a 
premillennia list a nd thousa nds of fol 
low'ers expected the immedia te return 
of J esus to reign upon the ea rth, be 
lieving in the litera l fulfillment of the 
prophecies. 
They cla imed tha t the 
first judgment would ta ke pla ce not 
la ter tha n 1840, or perha ps severa l 
yea rs more. 
So firm wa s the fa ith of ma ny tha t 
they disposed of a ll their worldly pos­ 
sessions prepa ra tory to this event. So 
fa r a s I could lea rn, no one in Geor­ 
gia did so, but thousa nds in other 
pa rts of the country prepa red “ a scen­ 
sion robes,” rea dy tc be fully clothed 
for the occa sion. 
When the comet 
a ppea red ma ny felt tha t this wa s a 
token tha t judgment da y wa s close a t 
ha nd a nd tha t the world wa s coming 
to a n end. 
Negroes held meetings a t 
va rious times a nd beca me very much 
excited over the subject. 
At these meetings, in order to 
be 
rea dy when the world conies “ ter er 
een,” they wa nted to be rea dy to go. 
Here they confessed their sins to one 
a nother, a nd to their good “ old Ma rs- 
ter a bove.” 
Old Aunt Esther, one of 
my fa ther’s 
serva nts, 
confessed 
to 
“ cussing” the cow beca use she kicked 
over the bucket of milk, while Aunt 
Esther wa s down on her knees pra y­ 
ing a nd she 
a sked 
her “ Hea venly 
Ma rster” to forgive her for it. 
Old Uncle Ma rtin a sked to he for­ 
given for ea ting the chicken pie which 
his wife ha d cooked from a chicken 
tha t he stole the night before from 
Miss Sophia ’s chicken coop, a nd a ll 
such other ludicrous scenes were be­ 
ing ena cted. 
Among the lower cla ss 
of white people 
things 
a lmost a s 
ludicrous were da ily ha ppening. 
I remember well one of our neigh 
bors, old Mr. Ba ird, ca me over a nd 
got very ma d, a lmost uncontrolla ble 
beca use my fa ther would not a gree 
with him in his extreme Millerism 
a nd beca use he would not help him 
get rea dy “ a nd buy a scension robes 
a nd prepa re for judgment da y.” 
In 
tha t da y a nd time, compa red to the 
present sta te or science people were 
very 
ignora nt 
of 
comets, 
a lwa ys 
drea ding their a ppea ra nce. 
When Ha iley’s comet ma de its a p 
pea ra nce, in 1835, Gen. Andrew J a ck 
son (Old Hickory) w*a s then president 
of the United Sta tes, 
a nd a t lea st 
tliree-fourths of the a rea of the pres­ 
ent country wa s still a wilderness. So 
there were few scientific workers in 
tha t da y. 
Not even a single observa ­ 
tory ha d been esta blished in a ll Amer­ 
ica , consequently the ma sses 
knew 
little or nothing of scientific ma tters, 
especia lly a stronomy. 
This comet wa s na med for Sir Ed 
wa rd Ha iley, the son of a soa p boiler 
of London. 
Although of a very hum­ 
ble linea ge, Ha iley soon 
beca me a 
lea ding English a stronomer, a n inti­ 
ma te friend a nd compa nion of 
Sir 
Isa a c Newton. 
Of a ll the scientists 
he wa s the very first to identify this 
comet a s a periodic visitor a nd to pre­ 
dict its return in 1910.

It is well known to the police tha t 
there a re a number of ex-convicts who 
a re litera lly rolling in riches a nd driv­ 
ing a bout London a nd the provinces 
to-da y in their own motor ca rs a nd 
ca rria ges, sa id a detective, a ccording 
to a writer in London Tit-Bits. 
The 
ma jority of these men a re old em­ 
bezzlers a nd there seems to be little 
doubt tha t they a re a ble to live well 
a nd keep going 
la vishly 
furnished 
residences beca use 
the 
money they 
stole wa s hidden by them before be 
lng a rrested a nd sent to prison. 
It ma y surprise you to know tha t 
thousa nds of pounds worth of va lu­ 
a ble property looted by thieves from 
va rious sources lies buried in odd cor 
ners of Brita in a nd will proba bly only 
bo recovered by the men themselves 
on their relea se. 
Ca ses a re consta nt­ 
ly occurring where a n embezzler a fter 
running off with a la rge smn of gold 
refused to divulge the hiding pla ce 
of his ill-gotten ga ins. He is sent to 
prison a nd the loot rema ins unrecov- 
#red. 
In nine ca ses out of ten the 
embezzler 
finding 
a rrest 
imminent 
buries his stolen property a nd digs 
it up a ga in when he comes out of 
prison. 
A ma n who wa s for ma ny yea rs a n 
inma te of one of our prisons is now 
living in a ffluence in a town up north. 
He wa s imprisoned for embezzling £ 70.- 
000 from his employers a nd he de­ 
cla red a t the tria l tha t he ha d spent 
every penny of It. For some time a fter 
his relea se from ja il he lived In a 
chea p lodging house a t Hoxton a nd 
then one da y he decla red he ha d come 
Into a fortune, a brother in Austra lia 
ha ving died a nd left him some thou 
sa nds. 
As a ma tter of fa ct, a lthough 
the police ha d no proof, he ha d re 
covered the money which he ha d em­ 
bezzled yea rs before. 
A ma n of considera ble mea ns now 
living in the Sta tes served a term of 
imprisonment for forgery, ha ving ob­ 
ta ined £ 15,000 
by 
.mea ns 
of 
fa lse 
checks. Not a penny of the money wa s 
recovered by the jxdice. 
During the 
forced confinement of the thief his 
wife, in pursua nce 
of 
a previously 
a greed pla n, went out to service in a 
gentlema n’s fa mily. 
As soon a s the 
husba nd wa s libera ted, however, his 
wife 
resigned her position a nd the 
pa ir sa iled immedia tely for the colon­ 
ies. 
It ultima tely ca me to light tha t 
the money which "ha d been stolen by 
mea ns of the forged checks ha d been 
buried under the flooring of a Soho 
house. 
Some fifteen yea rs a go a Hindoo 
mercha nt who ha d come to I^ondon to 
.ma ke purcha ses of gems wa s robbed 
of ma ny thousa nds of pounds. 
The 
thieves ca rried their ill-gotten w’ea lth 
to a chea p tenement in Whitecha pel, 
but, finding the police hot on their 
tra ck, they ca rried the loot one da rk 
night to a remote spot on the Essex 
ma rshes a nd secretly buried it. 
They 
then disa ppea red a nd ha ve not been 
seen since. 
It is "Relieved tha t the 
money rema ins to this da y where it 
wa s buried. 
Not very long a go a burgla ry wa s 
committed by a couple of well-known 
thieves, who got 
a wa y 
with a bout 
£ 500 in coin a nd ba nk notes. 
They 
were a rrested, but refused to sta te 
wha t they ha d done with the money, 
a lthough one da rkly hinted tha t It ha d 
been buried in a ga rden in a suburb 
of London..

A tra gedy wa s ena cted in Ka nsa s 
the other da y, na mely, the delibera te 
burning of 800 a cres of trees. 
It wa s 
not the sort of destruction tha t is so 
ha rrowing to the soul of Gifford Pin- 
chot; it wa s worse tha n tha t, for the 
trees burned were not those of the for­ 
est, but of a n orcha rd. 
They were 
a pple trees—65,000 of them or there­ 
a bouts. 
These trees were pla nted twenty-five 
yea rs a go, a nd were in the very prime 
of life a t the time of their destruction. 
The ma n who pla ced them there looked 
forwa rd to the time when the fruit 
from their bra nches would bring him 
a fortune, a nd he cultiva ted a nd ca red 
for them to the best of his a bility. 
They grew a nd flourished for a few 
yea rs, but when the time ca me for 
bea ring they produced little 
or no 
fruit. 
Then the soil wa s exa mined— 
a proceeding tha t ha d been overlooked 
in the beginning—a nd it wa s found 
not to be a da pted to a pple growing. 
The subsoil into which the roots of the 
trees penetra ted did not supply the ele­ 
ments necessa ry to the forma tion of 
fruit.
